OUIt NED 
Beaten by Gamlaur, Who Breaks the Record. 

The great race at Calumet Lake be- 
tween Edward Hanlan and Jacob Gaudaur 
for the championship of America and 
$5,000 was won by Gaudaur in the tine 
time of 20:29. The start was made with 
promptness. Hanlan was at once a trifle 
in the lead, pulling short, quick strokes, 
42 per minute. Gaudaur kept close to 
him with a long, steady sweep, about 38 
per minute. Gradually Hanlan forged 
ahead and at the end of the initial mile 
was fully a length in advance. Before the 
turn was reached the wind suddenly 
freshened and rain began to pour down. 
The lake was soon lumpy from end to 
end and the downpour was almost blind- 
ing. Hanlan turned first, two lengths 
ahead, time 10:02. He was pulling about 
35 strokes per minute in rounding and 
Gaudaur was pulling about the same gait. 
Hanlan kept well in front, till entering 
the third mile, when he commenced to 
Mug. His stroke became uneven and 
rowing seemed to require great exertion. 
Gaudaur was rowing magnificently at 
the same long, steady sweep, but faster. 
He soon passed Hanlan. First one, then 
another, and at last three lengths between 
them could bo seen. Hauliin then made 
a tremendous spurt for a very short time, 
Imt could not stand the pace. He lay 
back an instant,, and glancing over his 
shoulder saw himself beaten. Gaudaur 
was six lengths away from him. Gaudaur 
then slackened speed and passed the 
stand an easy winner by four lengths; 
time, 20:20. 

The figures 20:2!) was taken from tho 
president of tho Farrugut club, who was 
understood to be the timekeeper. The 
time of the referees agrees that the three 
miles was made in 10:30. This has been 
declared official. Gaudaur, therefore, 
broke the recoid; thu best previous time 
being his own against.

— A Had railway 
accident occurred at Germantown junc- 
tion this evening, by which two young and 
bright newspapermen lost their lives, they 
being horribly crushed and mangled by a 
rapidly moving express train. One of 
the leading dealers of the city tendered 
a May festival to tho children of the 
city at the state fair grounds to-day, 
and it is estimated that from fifty to sixty 
thousand persons were present. Among 
the newspaper men who attended the 
festival in their official capacity as report- 
ers wore J. Ray Shepherd (of the Record), 
E. .J. Isaacs (of the Press) and Thomas 
EL Blynn (of the Times). Shortly before 
(i o'clock the trio left the grounds for 
Germantown junction to hike a train for 
Broad street, station. A tunnel leads 
under the railroad for passengers to reach 
the platform for oastbound trains, and 
thus avoid the danger of crossing the 
tracks. The three young men, however, to 
save a few moments' time, stepped overthe 
railing and crossed the surface of the 
track. Mr. Blynn, who was several yards 
in advance, noticed a trail) approaching 
and calling to his companions, apprised 
them of their danger. Shepherd and 
Isaacs hastened their stopH, when Shep- 
herd tripped and fell on the track and 
Isaacs fell on top of him. In an instant 
a fast New York express train had crushed 
them to death, their limbs being severed 
from their bodies and they being other- 
wise terribly mangled. Shepherd was 24 
years of age, and had been engaged on the 
Record about one year; and Isaacs, wh 
was 20 years of age, had been with th 
I'ifss only about six weeks.

A RACE FOR PRESTI&E. 

Canadian Pacific .Makes Another Cut Competi- 
tors heft Behind. 

Not I n ho behind its competitors, says 
the S. F. Chronicle, the Canadian Pacific 
has made another agrossivo move. It is 
going right into the territory of the Ame- 
rican transcontinental lines with thu rate 
of 75 cents per 100 pounds on barley and 
bonus. The points to which this rate is 
made are Omaha, Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and other towns in the Missouri valley. 
Beans are a leading article of overland 
shipment, and in capturing this traffic the 
Canadian Pacific will greatly increase its 
east bound tonnage. The distance is, of 
course, greatly against the Canadian line, 
the shipments going first to Port, Moody, 
!I7<) miles: then to Winnipeg, 15li2 miles; 
then to St. Paul, 458 miles; then to Oma- 
ha, about 400 miles, or a total of nearly 
3000 miles. Beans are carried over that 
extent of water and rail mileage from this 
city In Omaha for 75 cents per i 00 pounds, 
when the rate by the American transcon- 
tinental lines is 88 cents and the distance 
is only l!l()() miles, taking the Central and 
Union Pacific as the route. 

A wool. SOUl'KISE. 

A Canadian Pacific steamer will sail to- 
day for Vancouver, and contrary to the 
expectations of the American Hue agents, 
it will carry a large shipment of wool, 
billed through to Boston. Inquiry de- 
velops I he fuel thai this wool is not com 
pressed, but is simply shipped as loose 
fleece in hags. It goes' (l | the rate of SI a 
hundred pounds, taking exactly the same 
rate as the Sunset, Pacific Mail and Trans- 
continental lines are charging for com- 
| pressed wool in grease. The rate charged 
1 j by tho American lines for wool in bags is 
£4 a hundred pounds, so that the cut made 
by the Canadian Pacific amounts to 75 per 
cent. As these cuts are made under full 
authority from General Traffic Manager 
Olds, i hey arc to he taken as a sign of 
what the Canadian line is doing to force 
the light against the American transcon- 
tinental roads and the Pacific Mail. It 
is evidently prepared to go any length in 
meeting its southern competitors. Only 
about o,0()0 pounds of wool in bags can be 
put into an ordinrry box oar, while 21,000 
to 22,000 pounds of compressed wool will 
go into a car without any difficulty. It 
will thus be seen that the Canadian Pa- 
cific is w illing to haul three cars to its 
competitor's one for tho sake of securing 
the traffic at even rates. The wool men 
are happy, as I hey are no longer com- 
pelled to go to the expense of grading and 
compressing. 

An agent said yesterday that there was 
a strong argument against the making of 
such low rates on loose wool, as a 
great many graders and ethers in this 
city would now find themselves without 
juiployment. 

A KIUHT full PRESTKJK. 
A well-known traffic-man said yester- 
lay with reference to tho Canadian Pa- 
nic's evident intention to keep ahead in 
the race : 

"The Canadian Pacific is a new line. 
What it gets in the way of through traf- 
fic to and from this city is so much clear 
gain tn its company, and it can only get 
this business by making cut rates. The 
particular reason why it is bo anxious to 
secure business from this city now is tu 
v that it can handle such traffic. The 
pany knows that if it once gets tho 
traffic working over its line that in course 
f time, even although high rates may be 
put in force, a certain amount of business 
will adhere to the line. " 

Another agent said: "1 do not, share in 
the popular belief that the competition is 
he continued right along. When you 
figure up the mileage, rates and divisions 
you will find that the Canadian Pacific is 
playing a losing game. Its proportion of a 
60-cent rate to Omaha cannot bo more 
than 20 cents, and if any profit can be 
figured out of that I would like to know 
how it is tn be done. Tilings will prob- 
ibly keep along as they are until the Can- 
idian government begins to make in- 
about the earnings of the mad, 
n there will lie a reaction."

LdNDON, May 25. — Tho rising of par- 
liament naturally suggests a brief retro- 
spect of thu gains and losses during the 
past session.

Of Parnell, I can only repeat he looks 
like a living corpse. Without changes 
almost too great to expect, he will nover 
lead his party again. "Disease, advanc- 
ing ago, the prospect of death," says a 
leading writer this morning; "these are 
the trinity which buoy up tho hearts of 
coercionists with the hope that they may 
save the paper union yet."

in London, going to him privately under 
the name of Charles Stewart.

Meantime let us see 
some indication on the part of the govern- 
ment of their intention to institute "C" 
battery. 

EUROPE'S UNREST. 

The whole of Europe remains in a 
condition of feverish unrest, and the 
anxiety caused by this state of things in- 
creases rather than diminishes. As for 
England, she has her interests to guard 
in Egypt, and is naturally concerned in 
the alleged new relations between Russia 
and France: but though her position at 
present is one of enviable independence 
and security, there is no saving when cir- 
cumstances may arise by which that posi- 
tion might be seriously affected. There 
is not in the diplomatic conduct of the 
Great Powers any satisfactory indication 
of earnest desire to smooth uvay the 
difficulties by which international rela- 
tions are now beiet. Conllicting rumors 
come from every direction, but there is 
ho prospect of a paciti; solution of the 
problems which are exercising the minds 
of statesmen in nearly .-very European 
capital. The slate of public feeling in 
France is illustrated by the fact that after 
stormy demonstrations of an ominously 
hostile character, Wagner's opera "Loh- 
engrin" has been withdrawn from the 
stage of the Eden Theatre at Paris. The 
production of this opera created an ex- 
citement so intense that it was found 
necessary to guard the German embassy 
with brigades of police and to take ex- 
tra* irdinarypreoautii >ns against threatened 
disturbances. This shown that though 
the Schniebele affair may have been 
settled, there still exists in the French 
mind bitter animosity towards the Ger- 
mans animosity " Inch will make the ut- 
most of every cause for controversy that 
■nay arise between the French and Ger- 
man governments. 

TILE PACIFIC MAIL SUBSIDY. 

In the course of a paper at the Eioyal 
l ulled Service Institution in Loudon, on 
"The advantages and disadvantages of 
the different lines of communication with 
our eastern possessions in the event of 
a great maritime war," Admiral Sir E. 
Fanshawe boin^ in the chair, Colonel Sir 
Charles Nugent, K. C. I'.., late It. E., 

pointed out the great advantages of the 
Canadian Pacilic route from a military 
point of view. Ho said: 

The trade routes to our territories over 
thesea were, 1st, the route by the Mediter- 
ranean, Suez Canal, and Red Sea, to 
India, Ceylon, the Straits Settlements, 
Hong Kong and Australasia; and, the 
route by the Atlantic oceans and the Cape 
of Good Hope, to Australasia, Mauritius, 
Ceylon, India, the Straits Settlements 
and Hong Kong; 3rd, the route by tho 
Atlantic oceans, down the oast, coast of 
South America, and round Cape Horn to 
Polynesia and Australasia; 4th, that by 
the North Atlantic ocean to tho Do- 
minion of Canada, and through 
the Dominion by the Canadian 
Pacilic Railway to Vancouver, and thence 
by a line of steamers across the North 
Pacilic ocean to Japan, China and the 
oust; and 5th, the one across tho North 
Pacilic ocean to the West India Islands. 
Of all these trade routes, the Northern or 
North-American was, he contended, the 
safest , except in the event of a war with 
the United States. Little had been said 
of the Panama route, because the long 
distance and heavy traffic from tin 
had never found its way across the 
mus, and because the canal was not yet 
within measurable distance of being an 
ocean highway. Tho conclusion at which 
ho arrived was that in time of war with a 
great maritime European power the Suez 
canal would not be used. 'Two routes 

would offer themselves for the traffic 01 
the east— tho Cape route and the Cana- 
dian Pacific route. If the war upon the 



ocean lasted or was doubtful, the traffic of 
the other routes, vjz.j by Cape Horn or 
from the West Indies, would be attracted 
to these two, which would both bo used 
according to the varying conditions of the 
war, and of the two tho Canadian Pacific 
was tho safer. 

The Land bill for Wales, promoted by 
the Welsh Liberal members, embodies 
proposals which are intended to secure 
virtual fixity of tenure subject to a power 
enabling either landlord or tenant to ob- 
tain arbitration on the question of rent 
ovory five years. The bill leaves the land- 
lord power to resume possession in case 
ho requires the land either for building 
purposes or for conversion into allotments 
for laborers, or for bon<( Ji/lr occupation iiy 
a membor of Iub family. Compensation 
for inexhausted improvements is provided 
for by a clause enlarging the scope of tho 
agricultural holdings act of 1883 ill such 
a manner as to give full ami fair liber- 
ty in the carrying out of improvements. 

Dr. Junker has been addressing the 
Royal Geographical Society on tho sub- 
ject of bis famous travels ill Central 
Africa, and, truly, most interesting is the 
record of his adventures ill the region 
lying south of General ( Million's province, 
and forming tho water-shed between the 
basins of the Nile, Lake Tchad and the 
Congo. The distinguished traveler has 
much to say of tho natives and much also 
of tho wild beasts. According to his de- 
scription the region is a prey to internal 
disorder and the rivalry of petty chief- 
tains, "the great Monbuttu and Ninin 
Niam empires having completely fallen to 
pieces." Dr. Junker evidently believes 
in tho re-conquest by some one or other 
of tile Soudan. It may be Fiance that 
will do it; it may bo Germany; or it may 
bo some other power by way of the Nile, 
but this is certain, that t he highway of 
tho Nile cannot bo permanently closed 
against civilization. This, also, is certain, 
that Englishmen will yet look hack with 
shame upon the blunderers who declared 
for tho abandonment of the Soudan and 
its relapse to barbarism. 

Now that the jubilee celebration is so 
neuritis naturally attracting more and 
more of the public attention in Britain as 
everywhere. Westminster Abbey has 
already been shut in order that due pre- 
paration may be made for the special ser- 
vice intended to be held on June 21, and 
the exact lines upon which the jubilee 
will be celebrated 111 tho various localities 
are everywhere being settled. An order 
ill-council has been issued directing the 
archbishop of Canterbury to prepare a 
"special form of prayer and of thanksgiv- 
ing for the protection afforded to the 
queen's majesty during fifty years ol her 
auspicious reign," which is to be used in 
all churches and chapels in England and 
Wales either upon the 21st of Juno or on 
any other day between the L-'ist and the 
28th June inclusive, a separate order 
giving similar directions for reading the 
form of prayer in all places of worship ill 
Scotland. The jubilee, in fact, is felt to 
be an event not only of national interest, 
but of historical importance, and its wor- 
thy celebration is awaited with eagerness 
by all classes of the population.

In fact, British 
Columbia is as anxious to keep clear of 
Chinese as are the Americans. < »ur north 
ern neighbor seems in more ways than 
one inclined to he unfriendly. The seizure 
of American fishing vessels for purchas- 
ing bait and stores in Canadian ports was 
hardly a friendly act, but it was insig- 
nificant in importance compared to the 
establishment of a lino of Steamship.! to 
facilitate immigration of a class ol labor- 
ers, which both the United States and 
Canada regard as injurious to the best 
interests of either country."

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COMMERCIAL UNION. 

Canada Always Willing to Promote Such In- 
tercourse. 

New York, May 26. — In an interview 
with Sir Charles Tupper concerning tho 
quostion of commercial reciprocity be- 
tween tho United States and Canada, ho 
said: [t is very much in the interest; of 
tho United States and Canada," hu began, 
"that there should bo the freest commer- 
cial intercourse between the two coun- 
tries. Canada is ready and always has 
boon ready to promote that commeroial 
intercourse to the fullest possible extent. 
But, of course, we are quite aware that 
unless we can adopt tho United States 
taritl' as between us and England, it 
would bo quite impossible! A complete 
customs union is simply impracticable. It 
would be quite impossible for Canada to 
adopt a tariff so hostile to tho mother 
country. 1 should deeply deplore, and 
every intelligent Canadian would deeply 
deplore any interruption to the commer- 
cial relations existing between Canada 
and this country, but L cannot for- 
get that if a policy of non-inter- 
course were adopted it would lead 
to the development of those chan- 
nels of communication which wo have our- 
selves, and that the commerce of Canada, 
which to day is building up New York — 1 
am speaking of through traffic— and is 
building up Boston and Portland, would 
be carried through exclusively Canadian 
Channels to Canadian ports and would 
build up Montreal, Quebec, St. Andrew's, 
St. John and Halifax with incredible 
rapidity. I never expect to see the hour 
come when a non-intercourse policy is 
adopted." 

If each side will approach the question 
in a moderate spirit and with the deter- 
mination to make some allowance for tho 
difficulties of others, 1 feel no doubt that 
we need have no apprehension of the re- 
sult. In regard to imperial federation for 
Canada, he had seen no detinite scheme 
on which he could express his opinion. 
To ask a young country, which needs 
every shilling of its revenue for the devel- 
opment of its own resources, to sink six 
millions in fortifications and armaments 
would, ho thought, be a most inequitable 
proposal. 

A LIVELY SCENE. 

Allen Arthur Poses as a Hero -Subduing tin 
Angry Man tit Deliuonlco's. 

ClflUAQO, May — The Times' Now 
York special says: It has just leaked out 
hore that young Allan Arthur was the 
hero of a disagreeable scene on Monday 
evening in Uelmonieo's restaurant, which 
came near developing into a fracas. An 
Englishman, wrapped in the inevitable 
Britannic calm and the blue uniform of 
Her Majesty's navy, was seated near one 
of the windows, which was open. Just 
then a quartet, composed of tw o ladies 
and their escorts, entered the restaurant. 
One of the gentlemen, slightly loose in 
his build and somewhat aggressively swell, 
walked over to the window, near which 
the party seated themselves. He wished 
to close it. The gentleman in blue pro- 
tested against the closing of the window. 
The tall young gentleman persisted. The 
blue-clothed tar resisted. The dragoon tied 
to Christ Delmonico and begged him to 
arbitrate the case. It was difficult. Tbe 
foreigner, a calm, inoffensive Briton, 
clearly had the right to have the window, 
at which he was sitting, open, when the 
temperature, even at that evening hour — 
7 o'clock— was at, 70 degrees. 

The loud talk and generally .aggressive 
manner of tho sou of his distinguished 
father attracted the attention of all the 
guests in the room, and a few of the most 
fragile of the fair sex were disposed to be 
panic-stricken. Mr. Delmonico tried to 
calm the fracas and poured t he balm of 
persuasive eloquence on to the rankling 
wounds of him of romantic name; but no, 
it would not down. lie thing out, and 
when the Briton sallied forth, introduced 
him to another amenity of the laud of the 
free. He drew on him, and the tar of 
Albion was covered not only with his navy 
blue but by a Yankee pistol. It was too 
much covering for this temperature. Hap- 
pily lie did not get too warm under it, but 
coolly walked away. .Mr. Arthur has not, 
been seen at Delmonico's since, and efforts 
by the reporters to find the Englishman 
are so far unavailing. 

A GOOD RACE. 

New York, May 30.— Wallace Ross 
and George Hosmer rowed a single scull 
match near Flushing this evening. The 
announcements were for a three-mile race 
for §1,500, The start was made in choppy 
water. There were three turns. ( >n flic 
first turn Ross fouled both Hosmer and 
the stake boat, but. secured the lead and 
held it, to the end, winning by two feet, in 
time announced as 14;05. The judges 
wore not in a position to see the finish, 
and a man in a boat told them about the 
time. An explanation of this phenom- 
enal time must be found in the measure- 
ment of the course. 



THE PARIS VICTIMS. 

Pauls, May 30.— Services over there- 
mains of the victims recovered from the 
ruins of the Opera Comique wore held 
to-day in the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 
The ediliee was filled with an immense 
throng, including many distinguished per- 
sonages. Many in the crowd wept audi- 
bly. Two hundred thousand persons lined 
tho route to the cemetery. The proces- 
sion was half a mile long. 

THE MEXICAN EARTHQUAKE. 

Citv of Mexico, May 30. —Reports 
coming from various points of the south- 
ern part of the republic show that the 
earthquakes of Sunday morning were felt 
very generally. The shock was felt in 
Jalalap, Cordova, Espranga, Tehucana, 
Pueblo and Kxaca. It has been ascer- 
tained thai the aqueduct here was cracked 
in some places and a curious phenomenon 
is reported. The water first heated and 
afterward cooled, confirming the evidence 
that had been received of sulphurous 
gathering perceptibly tit various points.

The Brlxbnue Kivcr. 

The discovery of the Brisbane river is 
due to anot her case of living with the ab- 
originies: 

On March L'lst, 1823, Thomas Pamphlet 
with three companions, Thompson, Par- 
sons and Kinneganjefl Sydney in a coaster 
for fllawarra. They were blown out to 
sea by a sudden Btoriu and on the six- 
teenth day Thompson died, raving mad 
for want of water. On (he twenty-fourth 
day they reached laud. Thinking they 
wore to the south of Sydney the}' journey- 
ed northward, and made their way to 
Moreton bay where, Parsons having died, 
Pamphlet and Finnognn spent live months 
with the natives. They were discovered 
by Oxley in the Mormaid on Nov. 29th, 
1823, and to him they gave tho informa- 
tion as tot he Brisbane. 

This Mermaid was a government cutter 
whose last crow met, with such a succes- 
sion of disasters on the 2'Jth of < Ictobor, 
l.SL'll. When under command of Captain 
Nolbron she was wrecked in Torres st raits, 
all on board being saved, and three days 
later the Swiftsure, from Tasmania, under 
Captain Johnson, look them oil' the rock. 
Three days after the Swiftsure was wreck- 
ed, and the two crews were, after a few 
days had elapsed, picked up by tho "(!ov- 
ertior Ready." SI range to relate, on May 
IKth, tho Ready was also wrecked and tho 
three crews betook themselves to the 
boats, to be picked up by the Comet. 
Their chain of misfortune was still incom- 
plete, for in a few days the Comet was 
wrecked anil thu four crews wore saved by 
t he Jupiter. Even this was not tho end 
of their adventures, for the Jupiter came 
to grief at tho entrance nf Port Rallies 
harbor, and tho live crows had to gel, to 
laud in boats. Perhaps the strangest, 
thing of all was the fact that not a life 
among the crews was lost through all 
these misfortunes, and' that all live crews 
reached homo safe and Bound. The wreck 
of the Mormaid is almost worthy of a 
place amongst "Tho Great Shipwrecks of 
the World."

THE C P. R. AND VICTORIA. 

A Eflcent Letter In a nooul Paper Replied to. 

To THE Editor: — A few days ago the 
readers of the Times were treated to what 
purported to bo a letter from a prominent 
official of tho Canadian Pacific railway to 
a "business nan in this city. " The writer 
began by saying that it is diflieult for the 
company to understand tho hostility that is 
manifested in Victoria against the com- 
pany; and in tho next paragraph solves 
tho difficult problem by assorting that ho 
is sure that Victorian hostility arises from 
jealousy of tho new town of Vancouver. 

Wore Victoria thu only section that has 
found cause for dissatisfaction (not hos- 
tility) towards tho C. P. railway company 
there might be color for the solution of- 
fered by tho writer; but when it is notor- 
ious that many persons in the .interior of 
tho province share in the so-called dis- 
satisfaction of the coast and seize on every 
opportunity that presents itself of avoid- 
ing the excessive freight and passenger 
rates which the company have adopted, 
the effort of the Times writer falls to tho 
ground. 

In no other country on the faco of 
the earth, I will venture to say, can bull 
teams successfully compete with a railway 
for the carrying trade; and yet there was 
lasl year presented tho extraordinary 
spectacle of goods being freighted in wag- 
ons along the line traversed by the rail- 
way at a less rate per pound than 
the railway would carry I ho same 
description of goods. Is it, not a fact that 
two of the members of the Ottawa parlia- 
ment the members for Vale and Cari- 
boo — declined to accept free passes over 
the 0. P. railway, preferring to pay their 
fares over the Northern Pacific railway to 
boiini placed under obligations for trans- 
portation lo a company whose interests 
I hey have reason to believe are exces- 
sive and oppressive and to whose traffic 
policy they are openly hostile J Upon 
thoil arrival at. Ottawa were not those 
members promised by Mr. Van Home 
that the rate for passenger travel would 
he reduced from 7 lo 5 cents per mile'/ 
Was not this promise exacted several 
weeks ago; And bow has it. been kept, '/ 
The rates remain as before. 

When the inter-state commerce law 
came into force on the American lines 
those companies were compelled by flic 
law to raise their rates on through traffic 
1 wo and three hundred per cent. Now, it 
is evident to every one that the coming 
into effect of a United Stales law places 
no legal obligations on the ( '. P. R. com- 
pany to advance their rates. Yet, what 
did we find? An immediate increase all 
along tin' Canadian Pacific line 
to meet the rise on the Ameri- 
can lines! This action shows as 
clearly as possible what the C. P. R. au- 
thorities will do if the)' can but induce 
tho American companies to withdraw. In 
the homely language of the upper coun- 
try they will "sinch" British Columbia 
trade till it cannot breathe. A little while 
ago Bismarck, speaking of the hostility 
of the French, threatened that if the 
Germans were again forced into war with 
t hat nation to "bleed it till it was white"- 
that is, draw every drop of blood from it. 
Unrestrained by legislation, that is ex- 
actly what the C. P. R. company will 
have the povver 10 do in every section of 
the Dominion that is exclusively traversed 
by its line harrass and destroy the peo- 
ple and their industries by excessive 
chirgoB. Take the case of Manitoba, 
which is almost ready to By to arms 
against the policy of the federal govern- 
ment that forbids the construction of com- 
peting lines within the borders of that: 
province. The Northern Pacific railway 
are desirous of building a lino to Winni- 
peg. The Winnipcggers favor the policy; 
whereupon Sir George Stephen threatens 
tho town with extinction by removing the 
workshops twouty-two miles away. 
What childish nonsense! Did not, the 
Central Pacific company try tho same 
game with Great Salt Lake City/ They 
declined to carry their line to that thriving 
place and founded a town some twenty 
miles distant, called Conine. The 
Salt Lake people immediately constructed 
a short line of rail to connect with the 
main road and have continued lo thrive 
and grow, while Conine is a town of no 
commercial importance. Take, again, 
Seattle, across tho Sound. The Northern 
Pacific Co. did all in their power to de- 
stroy it by making Tucoma their terminus. 
'I'he Seattle people secured t he forfeiture 
of a seven-million acre laud grant from 
the government to the company and are 
now building an independent line of rail- 
way, thus cutt ing the Northern Pacific out 
of much of the Sound traffic. These facts 
show that a railway company may disturb 
for a timo but can never permanently in- 
jure an established commercial centre 
Tho Times' writer complains that many 
Victoria merchants patronize tho Nort hern 
Pacific road. The reasons are obvious. 
The N. P. Co. cater for the traffic. They 
are accommodating, and reasonable and 
expeditious in handling freight. They 
gave prominence to Victoria in 
all the maps and handbooks 
which direct tourists and inves- 
tors to Puget Sound. In further- 
ance of the bail policy that has character- 
ized the Canadian company since they 
became mixed up in land speculation on 
tho Mainland, Victoria has been system- 
atically ignored in most of their publica- 
tions. They have issued maps on which 
this city does not appear at all, Vancou- 
ver figuring in place of il. So far from 
Victoria, in spite of illtreatment, showing 
"hostility" to the railway company it is 
the railway company that has and is pur- 
suing a hostile course towards Victoria. 
There has never been a time since the 
road was completed that the people on this 
side of the gulf were not ready and anxi- 
ous to meet the company half-way towards 
a perfect understanding. But they have 
been met with cold ■ indifference ami 
studied disregard for their interests until 
the belief has become almost universal 
that to preserve the commerce of this port 
they must, like the people of Winnipeg, 
look elsewhere for that encouragement 
and supporl they had a right to expect 
from the hands of the Canadian Pacific 
Co. R. R.
